ahead of the Michigan yacht. 
' On tho run out with a four to seven 
knot cast north east breeze, sweeping 
their port quarters, Invader led 
from 


one to two miles at times running the 
buoy nine milca out a mile a head of her 
pursuer. 


Both broke out their balloon jibs on 


tho home stretch and during the 
la--*t 


four miles Cadillac took in her balloon 
jibs and broke out the spinnaker. The 
beneficial 
effect 
of this change was 


bhown in faster footing, but the race 
was already gone and Cadillac 
finished 


nearly a mile to the bud. The

t announced this morning that if such 'a 


change should come during the beat to 
windward today, the judges' boat would 


. signal the racing yachts a. corresponding 


change in the course. Yachtsmen do 
not understand how thin can be done if 
the rival bouts should ha-vo split tacks 
without doing an injustice to one or the 
other. The chiingc in '.'.he Defender's 
crew is announced, Sidney Russell of 
Detroit taking the place of H. M. Hig- 
ginbotham of Chicago. Young Higgin- 
botham's father was general manager of 
the World's Fair in 18P3. The judges' 
astonishing announcement last night 
that CadillhC might increase its jib by 
noarly 100 square feet and lengthen its 
spinnaker boom nearly four and a half 
feet has camed quite a commotion. It 
is ar/rued 
that the advantages thus 


gained make it aJmost certain 
Cadillac 


will win three races, and though Com- 
modore Georgo Goodcrhara merely ex- 
pressed surprise when told of the decis- 
ion some of the other Canadian yachts- 
men here are more free of speech and 
criticise the work of Measurer Cotlircll.

while Cadillac maintains her steeple-like 
position.

Sho will be tak- 
en ut once to Erie basin where she will 
be stripped and her racing-mast stepped. 
Her spurs arc ready and there will be ;io 
delay in getting her into racing trim. 
Whether, she will.go "into dry dock io 
have her underbody cleaned is hot yet 
known. The-challenger of 1001 received 
a lively and enthusiastic welcome from 
every craft in the harbor as she came up 
the bay in tow of the tug Robert Hac!- 
clon. She had her first tutitc of the en- 
thusiasm with 
which she was to be 


greeted when two tugs filled with news- 
paper men and the steam pilot boat NJW 
York reached her anchorage near Sandy 
Hook light ship at daylight. The skip- 
pers of the tugs loosed their whistles 
and the New i'ork wailed a salute with 
her siren. The Erin acknowledged the 
sulute with three deep blasts. She was 
at her unchornge overlooking the Held

About the deathbed of the former pre 
mier were gathered the members of his 
family and a number of'intimato friends. 
Notification of the death was at 
once 


telegraphed to King Victor Emmanuel 
and Queen Helen. 


The funeral will take place at Paler- 


mo and wil be made the occatipn of a 
great public demonstration. The body 
wil be conveyed by steamer to that riort, 
where it will be received by representa- 
tives of the municipality, under whose 
direction the 
ceremonies will be ar- 


ranged.

oirs, the task of prepniring the work be- 
ing intrusted to a. well-known Italian 
rx>litician.

FrajiceSCO Crispi was born Oct. 4, 1S1D 


In the Htle Sicilian town of Ribera, A 
biography of Crispi may be called a his- 
tory of Italy, since the time when as a 
youth he launched himself into the meel- 
stram of conspiracies and 
agitation 


which when he at last quieted down re- 
sulted in the great organic changes for 
hi? country. 


It has been snid of Crispi that he wns 


a born conspirator, and, although in 
Paris, he caused much uneasiness to the 
Italian authorities, and the consequence 
wns that after a few domiciliary visits 
the police of Napoleon III politely gave 
•him notice to quit the city. 


Signer Crispi was married three times. 


His second marriage nearly 
doprived 


hir.i of his position in the cabinet, aad 
while his first wife, who wa s of lowly 
origin, was dead in Malta, nevertheless 
the second marriage had been- contracted 
while she wag alive. 


Two attacks were made upon Crispi 


whilo he was serving as premier. In 
1809 
ha wfta injured by a stone thrown 


at him while driving, by Emilio Capor- 
ali, a silly youth. O June 10, 3884, he 
was shot at, while in his carriage by 
Carlo Lega, an anarchist. Lega was 
sentenced to serve twenty years' im- 
prisonment.

no positive information could be gained. 
As it was near high tide, and as the 
steamer floated without great difficulty 
it was thought she was not seriously 
damaged. It soon appeared, . however, 
that sho was leaking. Accordingly the 
captain headed for George's Island, and 
beached her. 


Later in the day tugs reached here 


with 
passengers 
from 
tho 
stranded 


steamer, including the famous scullers, 
McGuirc, Whitehcda and W. Kay, and 
members of 
the Philadelphia cricket 


team. An officer of tho vessel says thnt 
the Halifax struck K 5:30 o'clock this 
morning during a heavy fog. By her 
own cfforts-the vessel floated as the tide 
rose. ' Her fore compartments were full 
ol' water . and the 
captain decided to 


beach the craft whch he did on George's 
Island. The Halifax carried 250 passen- 
gers and a cargo of miscellaneous freight. 
There was little or no excitement among 
the pasengers. The steamer

Burglars visiting the same house three 


iimes within a week is not often heard 
of, but such has been, tho cn^e at 
the 


home of Mr. and Mrs. L. J. Elliott, No. 
912 Main street. 


Mr. and Mrs. Elliot have been absent 


from home, visitng the Pan-American 
exposition at Buffalo and other eastern 
points. Emma Peterson, a servant girl, 
and also a colored servant girl, remained 
and took care of tho home. 


Early last week the servants reported 


to the police that an attempt had been 
made to enter the house, but proved un- 
successful. Thursday night another at- 
tempt was reported. When the chief of 
police investigated he found a pane of 
glass broken in an upper rear window, 
but a peculiar thing was that it looked 
as if forced from the inside. 


The servant. Miss Peterson, told how 


she was awakened by the breaking of 
tha glass and that she screamed and 
aroused neighbors and Mr. Frank Kel- 
ley, who -heard the cried, ran out and 
fired a revolver at what he believed to 
be a man scaling a rear fence. 


Between 12 and 1 o'clock Sunday morn- 


ing the police office was again called up 
and a third attempted burglary report- 
ed and the request made that an officer 
or the patrol wagon he sent up. Police- 
man Bert. George w&s detailed on the 
case and visited the Eliott home. 


. He found the. servant girls,-highly ex- 


cited and Miss Peterson was covered 
with blood, claiming that she had been 
assaulted by the burglar, who struck her 
on the mouth, and-cut her on the left 
wrist with a knife.

Miss Peterson said that she slept on

Herman building, which

headquarters of the 
organization. The 


meeting was in response to letters of -in- 
vitation sent out by Senator IBistaell, sec- 
retary of the senatorial committee, to 
members of the legislature and promi- 
nent Republican leaders in diil'ereut sec- 
tions Of tho state. A. majority of the 
members of the last IcRidaturo were 
present and every legislative district in 
tho state 
wa.-t represented. While it 


was to bo expected thnt senators and as- 
semblymen who opposed the governor 
during the session' would take part in 
the organization, there wore a number 
of surprises. It 
mnde the politicians 


who have been watching the movement 
open \hoir eyes to see Senator Moshcr 
and Assemblyman Rossman of Ashland 
and Steiger of Waupawi county on tho 
list of members who, were willing to go 
into tho fight on the stalwart side. AW 
three were classed as La, Follette meu 
last winter, and Assemblyman Steiger 
was one of the La Follette leaders in, the 
lower house. 
All are strong men and 


their loss to the governor will be felt in 
the contest that is coming. 


Tho object, of the meeting was to take 


an account of stock and confer as to the 
scope and direction of the organization. 
On these points there were 
differing 


view?, from those who favored a fight 
to a finish to those who believed it best 
simply to effect an organization to in- 
sure the return of Senator Spooner to 
the United States senate.

MR. HOLT IN 
1837 


Shnwt the River as it Was Originally— 


TUo Firm Claim of Captain 


Gilbert Knnpp — Is a 


Very Rare Kollc. 


H. Stone & Sons, tbe well known Sixth 


street druggists, have in their possession 
a rare relic, and which will be of the 
greatest'interest to the pioneers of Ka- 
cine county.. 


It is a copy of the first map ever 


made of Racine when tho village waa 
laid out and was known as a town. The 
drawings were made in 1837, O.nd are 
marked "Town 3, Range 23, as sub-di- 
•ided by the United States Surveyor," 
A history of the remarkable document 
which is the only one in existence, Is in- 
teresting. 


About tlie year 1S37 Orin Holt was a. 


member of congress from 
Counecticut, 


Afterward he removed to Missouri and 
died 
there several years ago. 
His 


daughter, Miss Anna. Holt, well known 
to the people of Racimj, visited the old 
home some tlmo ugo. She camo across 
this map among1-ft lot of old papers of 
her deceased father, who 'owned consid- 
erable property in Racine when the place 
was settled. 


Among the. sites was-that of the old 


Congress ho.ll, at tlie corner, of Lake av- 
enue and Third streets, which it appears 
was bought for him by an agent, he nev- 
er having been here. Mr. Holt was anx- 
ious to get acme.'information in regard 
to the property he owned here. 


At that timo J. Hathaway, Jr.; was 


the! United States department surveyor, 
and he made the very, first map of tho 
then village in the wildarness. A copy 
was made for Mr. Holt>and forwarded 
to him. Tlie original msp disappeared 
and has never been found to this day 
and whether it was stolen or burned up 
in a fire that destroyed court house rec- 
ords in an early day is not clear. 


Following this map was one made by 


Mr. Vilas, but the map in possession of 
the Stones is the only copy of the origi- 
nal nnd not another one is in existence. 


It shows that Hoot river, in 1837, had 


its entrance where the Sccor trunk fac- 
tory now stands and its course ro*em- 
blcs that of a snake winding about. 


The original claim of tho lute Captain 


Gilbert Kuapp, founder of Racine, near 
the entrance of the river on the south 
side, is plainly shown; the school sec- 
tion, now tlie Second ward, is vhible, 
nnd not a single house was built at that 
time. 


Where the Rncine college and ether 


buildings now stand, there was a prai- 
rie, wooded on the sides. 


There were no blocks at • that time, 


but quiirtnr sections, and no lots at all, 
and the map takes in a territory of 
twelve miles. There were no streets of 
any character. 


There is also a second map fonn.l in 


Mr. Holt's possession, mnde a few years 
la.tcr and this shows the .first road ever 
laid out and loading to Mfwaukce. There 
was ulso a book giving a full explanation 
of the maps and this Mr. Stone will soon 
get possession of. 


To gaze at that map and observe what 


the inception of Racine was 
and 
to 


what proportions it has reached to lay, 
is indeed a rare opportunity. Racine 
stands today a monument to the intelli- 
gent exercise of human will.. Man, and 
man alone, has made it what it is, under 
the beneficent protection of a healthful 
climate. 


It is the intention of Messrs. Stone to 


frame the map nnd hang it in a conspic- 
uous place in the city hall.

ARSENIC IN VEQETABS.B8i 


».u Important BUooiery Mad* by B«- 


p»dm«iitlut Laboratory Commlnlon. 
An important discovery has just been 


made by tbe Lancet, whose laboratory 
commissioners undertook some tima 
ago tbe examination, of a number of 
substances, Including certain foods and 
drugs in common dally use, and In the 
preparation of vblcb stflphurlc acid is 
used. As a result, it was found that 
artificial manures are rich In arsenic, 
which is easily soluble in water. This 
is tbe less surprising, since the basis 
of artificial manures—namely super- 
phosphate of lime—is formed by.act- 
Ing upon ordinary bone ash with ccnn- 
mon oil of vitrol. 
The 
Important 


point, however, is that It has now been 
established beyond doubt tbat plants 
to -which asenleal manure Is applied 
take up arsenic in tbeir tissues.- Cab- 


uea and turnips gathered from fields 


manured with superphosphates have 
given unmistakable evidence of 
the 


presence of arsenic. It 13 probable t!j«.t 
acid accumulates in soil .which is ooti- 
etantly being dressed with superphos- 
phates, so that plants raised OB. such, 
soil would absorb arsenic, and exercise 
an Injurious effect on the Iteftlth of 


tli mac. and animals. It Is •»«n pos- 


sible, for similar reason, that.tbe beef 
and mutton, which we eat dally con- 
tain-.arsenic. Th» 
more important 


question also arises, May cot the ar- 
sentc fn malt be traceable to the some- 
what large amount of arsenic inevit- 
ably present In artificial 
manures?

I see that a Columbia professor In a 


recent address at Vjiscar endeavored 
to sum ap the advantages of college 
training on the individual. Here you 
have it—apply tbe test to young men 
and young women you know: 


"Correctness and precision In tbe use 


of the mother tongue; those refined 
and gentle manners which are the ex- 
pression of fixed habits of thought and 
of action; the power and habit of re- 
flection; tbe power of grcm-tu, and effi- 
ciency, or the power to do." 


This is profound, but as far as one 


understands it, H Is sound. Higher ed- 
ucation should and does give a man 
conn-dance in tue presence even of 
great learning. A college graduate, 
however new, should, be able to kindle 
the wisest specialist with a sense of 
brotherhood. It is not too much to say 
tbat colleges training frees a man from 
awkwardness* even of manner—though 
an apprentice to the world will do this 
for anybody; but when It comes to a 
pol'shed speech—the supreme mark of 
the educated man—for this, one must 
serve his apprenticeship to culture, 
either on a campus or In his room alone. 
As for 
tbe "power of 
reflection," 


there are many philosophers wbo'Smow 
rot a college; yet even these invaria- 
bly repret ft. It is when "capacity" Is 
cited that the Vassar essayist shows 
his wlsdora. Capacity IB broadened by 
higher education; one's equipment Is 
enlarged and assurance In tbe battle of 
life strengthened—fb-ls Is the noblest 
inheritance of the university man. 
Many a giant in power moves through 
life fearful to exert his strength, be- 
cause he donbts It A college train- 
ing- would bave matched nis powers 
inagainst the oeet.and bade him be 
bold in the strife. Dntil some college 
graduate regreta "tho waste of time;" 
until men of power w-bo had no such 
advantage cease to rf-gret It that they 
might bo multiplied men In aclUement 
—until the stage of thought and 
achievement ceases TO toe thronged 
with college graduates, I sfcall urge on 
the many Wisconsin young men and 
women who rend.these weekly letters 
to lay plans for a college training. If 
it was 'desirable- ten years ago, It is 
more so in these days of Intense com- 
petition. The one wno brings tbe 
moat assets of trained mind power, of 
confidence, of acquaintance—he shall 
win-tbe lam-els, as a rule.

tho left arm the member was,forced be- 
tween the bumper and the.right arm 
The right arm was nearly severed just 
below the elbow and wns completely 
crushed. The other member was terri

Action of Steel Workers at Bay View, 


South Chicago and Joliet. 


TVlll Not Break CantractR at BcheHt., of 


President Shatter — "Wc.ifrorn Moa • 


Weaken Cause of Striken* 


By a decisive and practically unani- 


mous vote the steel workers in Bay 
View, South Chicago and Joliet yester- 
day derided not to obey the strike or- 
der of President T. J. -Shaffer, and 'to 
continue at work for-the Illinois Stefll 
company, in accordance with their con- 
trfict. 
Th<; news that the men in Mil- 


waukeo,.and in the other.two cities of 
the fourth district had taken such rtecis- 


i-e fiction had the effect of clearing the 
atmosphere in tlic country, and made it 
clear, .not only to the heads of the Unit- 
ed States Steel corporation, but to the 
other members of tlie association, that 
the men in the west intended to remain 
true to the principles of their organiza- 
tion and would not "break a contract 
wliicli has been consistently lived up to 
for fifteen years. 


The effect of the action of the Milwau- 


kee men luid an almost immediate eCeet 
upon-the nationnl situation, as their ac- 
tion was known yesterday afternoon in 
all the majiufficturing centers of the Un- 
ited States.

combines intend fighting the union. Ssv- 
eral of the roughers and other. skilled 
workers of this plant, who are now on 
strike, have been offered i guarantee, of 
55 a day for five years, work or play, if 
they desert their union and return to 
work at once. This'offer, it is said, was 
made by Supt. Fred R. Baugh. Other 
and more alluring offers have been made 
the rollers, and higher priced men have 
received proportionately tempting, offer-;, 
but all have refused, and the union is as 
intact as it was the day of its organiza- 
tion. 


All kinds of offers are being made the 


strikers. The officials are singling out 
thoir men and are working on their sus- 
ceptibilities in the hope of thus causing 
a stampede for. jobs. Charles Davis, a 
rougher on-the farm mill.in this plant, 
hoa-.been offered the job rolling if he will 
go to -work, and Joseph Young, a roller 
on the 15-inch mill, has bem guaranteed 
$25 a day if he will get a crew and go to 
work.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 12.—An

nouncement affecting the legal status'of 
the United States Steel 
corporation, 


which as an important 
bearing on the 


strike situation, .iv'as made yesterday by 
Deputy Attorney General Moores. It is 
said to have the indorsement of the head 
of the law department of the state. 


"The United States Steel corporation," 


says llr.'Moorcs, "is a perfectly lawful 
corporation, and as long as it obeys the 
lawB it has the fidme right to exist as is 
possessed by any other corporation." 


The statement is called forth by the 


reported purpose of the strikers to in- 
voke the anti-trust law passed by the 
last legislature against the steel com- 
bine, which as plants nt Anderson, Bl- 
wood and other places in the st&te_. 


Mr. Moprcs holds" that the law recog- 


nizes the-.right of the' steel corporation 
to exist just as it does the right of any 
college or church or any ordinary manu- 
facturing or. railroad company, and it is 
declared that combinations of .capital in 
the form of ordinary corporations are 
not legally trusts, and such corporations 
are not jn themselves unlawful.

crew is announced, Sidney Russell of 
Detroit taking the place of H. M. Hig- 
ginbotham of Chicago. Young Higgin- 
botham's father was general manager of 
the World's Fair in 1893. The judges' 
astonishing announcement last 
night 


that Cadillac might increase its jib by 
nearly 100 square feet and lengthen its 
spinnaker boom nearly four and a half 
feet has caused quite a commotion. It 
is. argued 
that the advantages thus 


gained make it oJniost certain 
Cadillac 


will win three races, and 
though Com- 


modore George Gooderham merely ex- 
pressed surprise when told of the decis- 
ion some of the other Canadian yachts- 
men here are more free of speech and 
criticise the work of Measurer Cothrcll.

Cup Challenger Saluted as She is 


Towed Up New York Bay. 


Watson's Boat Looks Fastest Turned Out 


In English. Waters — Britons Fear 


Columbia More Than Constitution. 


NEW YORK, 
Aug. 12.—The new 


America's cup challenger Shamrock II, 
lay at anchor off Sandy Hook light ship 
last night and today was 'towed up the 
boy to Thompkinsville, She will be tak- 
en at once to Erie basin where she will 
be stripped and her racing -mast stepped. 
Her spars are ready and there will be :ao 
delay in getting her into racing trim. 
Whether she will,go "into dry dock to 
have her underbody cleaned is hot yet 
known. The-challenger of 1001 received 
a lively and enthusiastic welcome from 
every craft in the harbor as she came up 
the bay in tow of the tug Robert Had- 
don. 
She had her first taste of the en- 


thusiasm -with 
which she was to be 


greeted when two tugs filled with news- 
paper men and the steam pilot boat NJW 
York reached her anchorage near Sandy 
Hook light ship at daylight. The skip- 
pers of the tugs loosed their whistles 
and the New York wailed a salute with 
her siren. The Erin acknowledged the 
salute with three deep blasts. She was 
at her anchorage overlooking the Hold 
where she is to give battle in September 
to the defender 
of the 
cup that the 


yachting sharps had their first glympsc 
of the new challonger by daylight. 


One glance told the experts that Wat- 


son had built a much handsomer boat 
than 
any challenger. She looks the 


fastest boat ever turned out in Briiish 
waters. One of her 
beauties is Wat- 


son's peculiar t.;lt of the counter. Them 
ia no flatness or tumble home along the 
top sides and her great overhang gives 
her the appearance oi speed. She vas 
painted green like the Irish Knight's first 
challenger, but the paint on the sides of 
her upper works had been scraped off in 
many places by the seas she had encoun- 
tered, and these spots showed the man- 
ganese bronze of which she is construct- 
ed. She raised her anchor and took the 
tow line from the Haddon at 5:30. As 
she came up the 
bay the crew of the 


Shamrock in dark 
blue sweaters and 


white trousers and hats lounged alr>ng 
her deck disdaining oil skins to protect 
them from the dashes of rain that fell at 
intervals. After leaving quarantine the 
noise of saluting whistles became loudar. 
Every ship steamed as closely as possi- 
ble to gain a better view of the boat on 
which British hopes are 
centered and 


tugs and small craft putting out from 
shore swarmed about her. Hardly had 
her anchor hit the bottom off Thoinp- 
kinsvillc before the throngs appeared on 
hill and pierhead to study her lines with 
their glasses. 


Captain Hamilton, navigating officers 


of the Shamrock, stated to an Associated 
Press representative that the yacht had 
bee:n towed about two thirds of the way 
from the, Azores. 


The tolal length of the voyage was 3,-

Italian Statesman

dier last evening at 7:45 o'clock. He 
has.been broken in health for sevqdal

About the deathbed of the former pre- 
mier were gathered the members of his 
family and a number of'intimate friends. 
Notification of the death was at once 
telegraphed to King Victor Emmanuel 
and Queen Helen.

was that after a few domiciliary visits 
the police of Napoleon III politely gave 
•him notice to quit the city. 


Signor Crispi was married three times. 


His second marriage 
nearly deprived 


him of hia position in the cabinet, and 
wMle hSs first wife, who wa s of lowly 
origin, was dead in Malta, nevertheless 
the second marriage had been contracted 
while she woa alive. 


Two attacks were made upon Crispi 


while ho was serving as premier. In 
1899 he was injured by a stone thrown 
at him while driving, by Emilio Capor- 
ali, a Billy youth. O June 1C, 1894, he 
was shot at, while ih his carriage by 
Carlo L«ga, an anarchist, Lega was 
sentenced to serve twenty years' im- 
prisonment*

cited and Miss Peterson < was 'covered 
with blood, claiming that she had been

Miss Peterson said tliat she slept on 


the upper floor and the colored girl on 
the lower floor. She was aroused by a 
noise and arising walked into an adjoin- 
ing room, where she was confronted' by 
a man.

SUICIDE'S BODY 
RECOVERED 


Charle* Arndt of Kenoeha Had No Denire 


to Uve After Wlfe'n Death. 


KENOSHA, Wis., Aug.. 10.—The Keno- 


sha life saving crew yesterday morning 
recovered the body of Charles Arndt, a 
well-known German resident of Kenosha, 
-from the waters of Lake Michigan, and 
it is supposed that he committed suicide 
on ilast Monday evening. Up to a year 
ago Arndt was one" of the most highly 
respected men in Kenosha. He was 
prominent in German church circles, a 
steady workman and a man owning con- 
siderable property in the city. During 
the latter part of last year Arndt's wife 
died suddenly and ho never became rec- 
onciled to the loss. For a time he resid- 
ed at the home where he had lived with 
his wife, but three months ago V fire''de- 
stroyed ..the home and nil the furniture, 
and Arndt, forsaking all his former com- 
panions, sought a room in one of the 
lowly parts of the city and for a few- 
weeks lived a retired life. At this time, 
it is oflleged, he began to drink. Last 
Monday morning he left his rooms ami 
announced that he intended to commit 
suicide.

• "The text of your book it is not nec- 
essary to recite. Nor is it needful to 
ask of you an explanation, why you felt 
yourself justified in publishing what 
you have. It is obvious to any reader 
that you speak offensively of Secretary 
Chandler's action; that you impugn his 
motives, and otherwise traduce binr in 
respect to orders given you by the secre- 
tary in the discharge of his duties. 


"You are informed that this deliberate 


publication of yours has justly incurred 
tho displeasure of the department. For 
an officer thus to "attack a former head 
of the navy department because of or- 
ders given to him by that official is to 
abandon the courtesy that should al- 
ways characterize an officer of the navy. 
If tolerated, it would unquestionably 
prove subsersive of discipline. It would 
tend to bring the office itself into disre- 
pute. The act is the more reprehensible, 
in this instance because of your long 
experience in the service. It has become 
my duty, therefore to censure you for 
this breach of the obligation, imposed 
upon you as a commissioned officer of 
the navy of the United States, which I 
accordingly do.

street druggists, have in their possession 
a rare relic, and which will be of the 
greatest interest to the pioneers of Ra- 
cine county. 


It is a copy of the first map ever 


made of Racine when tho village was 
laid out and was known as a town. The 
drawings were made in 1837, and are 
marked "Town 3, Range 23, as sub-di- 
vided by the United States Surveyor." 
A history of the remarkable document 
which is the only one in existence, Is in- 
teresting.

About the year 1837 Orin Holt was a 


member of congress 
from Connecticut. 


Afterward he removed to Missouri and 
died 
there 
several 
years ago. 
Hi3 


daughter, Miss Anna Holt, well known 
to the people of Racine, visited the old 
home some time ago. She-came across 
this map among-a lot of old papers of 
her deceased father, who owned consid- 
erable property in Racine when the place 
was settled. 


Among the, sites was-that of the old 


Congress hall, at the corner of Lake av- 
enue and Third streets, which it appears 
was bought for him by an agent, he nev- 
er having been here. Mr. Holt was anx- 
ious to get some-information in regard 
to the property he owned here. 


At that time J. Hathaway, Jr.; was 


the United States department surveyor, 
and he made the- very, first map of the 
then village in the wilderness. 
A copy 


was made for Mr. Holt »and forwarded 
to him. The original map disappeared 
and has never been found to this day 
and whether it was stolen or burned up 
in a fire that destroyed court house rec- 
ords in an early day is not clear. 


Following this map was one made by 


Mr. Vilas, but the map in possession of 
the Stones is the onty copy of the. origi- 
nal and not another one is in existence. 


It shows that Root river, in 1837, had 


its entrance where the Secor trunk fac- 
tory now stands and its course resem- 
bles that of a snake winding about. 


The original claim of the late Captain 


Gilbert Knapp, founder of Racine, near 
the entrance of the river on the south 
side, is plainly shown; the school sec- 
tion, now the Second ward, is visible, 
and not a single house was built at that 
time. 
, . 


Where the Racine college and other 


buildings now stand, there was a prai- 
rie, wooded on the sides. 


There were no blocks at that time, 


but quarter sections, and no lots at all, 
and the map takes in a territory of 
twelve miles. There were no streets of 
any character. 


There is also a second map foiin.l in 


Mr. Holt's possession, made a few years 
later and this shows the ,first road ever 
laid out and leading to Mfwaukee. There 
was also a book giving1 a full explanation 
of the maps and this Mr. Stone will soon 
get possession of. 


To gaze at that map and observe what 


the inception of Racine was 
and 
to 


what proportions it has reached tolay» 
is indeed a rare 
opportunity. Racine 


stands today a monument to the intelli- 
gent exercise of human will. Man, and 
man alone, has made it what it is, under 
the beneficent protection of a healthful 
climate. 


It is the intention of Messrs. Stone to 


frame the map and hang it in a conspic- 
uous place in the city hall.

DOWN IN ALABAMA. 


The Alabama constitutional conven- 


tion, despite all the advice of prominent 
Democrats have gone and inserted the 
grandfathers clause in their proposed 
constitutional provision, eliminating the 
ignorant vote It is far more fittingly 
called a clause eliminating the Republi- 
can voters, for the provision is to be ap- 
plied in Alabama as in other states in 
tho South, to excluding Republican vot- 
ers, white, black,, or educated, makes no 
difference. 


The day will come and it 
ought to 


come soon, for despite the gross neglect 
of Republican principles by Republican 
leaders at Washington 
regarding the 


preservation of Republican liberty in the 
Southern states, 
public opinion will 


force congress to act and give only to 
the South that congressional representa- 
tion they are entitled to under the fed- 
eral constitution. This distinctly pro- 
vides that the representation shall be 
reduced in any state in proportion to 
the votes denied representation for any 
reason except for 
reoellion or other 


crime committed. Senator Morgan of 
Alabama protests strongly against this 
course of action a-nd warns his fellow 
Democrats of their dangerous proceed- 
ing. He attacks, says one comment, 
"that revolutionary and un-American 
provision on a rather original ground. 
While ho recognizes that it 
conflicts 


with the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments—an abjection absolutely fatal, of 
course—he points out that those 
parts 


of the organic law have no more to do 
with the subject than any other part of 
the body of .doctrine and. principle, under- 
lying the American system of govern- 
ment. 


"What he-intends to impress upon the 


honest Democrats of Alabama is this— 
that even if the civil-war amendments 
were no bar to discrimination against 
TOCO and color, the revolution itself, the 
Declaration of Independence and 
the 


constitution as a whole should be re- 
garded by every loyal American as sac- 
red precedents against the proposed ac- 
tion. For, in the senator's 
view, the 


American revolution was not so much a 
redress of grievances as it was a strug- 
gle to abolish heredity in government. 
That was the real line of division be- 
tween Democratic and regal government 
and the church established by law.' '' 


In time the imperialistic course of 


the Southern states will be followed or 
attempted to be followed by states in 
the North, ami so soon Maryland, for 
all practical purposes a northern .state, 
13 endeavoring to esta-tuish precisely the 
same thing in her suffrage. 


It is one thing to deny the suffrage to 


a class, ignorant may be, but a class, 
and it is another thing to deny the suf- 
frage to part of a class exempting the 
other ignorant part through the virtue 
of a grandfather's clause, in other words 
tho descendants of white parents in all 
the white vote. Suffrage may be denied 
ignorant white and black impartially, 
but suffrage can not bo denied the col- 
ored without also denying it to the ig- 
norant white, and in any and every case 
for every vote thus taken out the suf- 
frage the representation in 
congress 


must be correspondingly reduced to cor- 
respond as prescribed by 
the 
federal 


constitution. 


I.ABOR COMMISSION'S. 


The settlement of labor disputes, es- 


pecially troubles arising in avocations 
of a public nature, and in works of pub- 
lic utility, ia one of the questions to be 
settled and to bo settled rightly before' a 
great while. The old world is beginning 
to recognxe the importance of this mat- 
ted and the necessity to protect the in- 
terests of all alike. The one thing that 
is recognized as the determining factor 
that of arbitration, is now being taken 
up in localities and the points involved 
considered. Whether voluntary arbitra- 
tion or involuntary arbitration is n 
mooted question, sinco it is obvious that 
as man 
can not be forced to work 


against his will, neither can another be 
compelled to employ against 
his will. 


The right to work implies the right to 
quit and the right to employ implies the 
right to discharge, and the law must pro- 
tect every man in his unquestioned right 
to select whom he prefers to work for 
and in his right to work at all. 


From Venice, Italy, cornea the an- 


nouncement of the formation of a labor 
commission composed of eighteen mem- 
bers in the Commune of Legnaga serving 
under the mayor, who is to act as presi- 
dent. This labor commission is by vir- 
tue of its powers to settle all disputes 
between owners or renters of property 
and working men by amicable 
means; 


to settle all disputes between employes 
and employer* and to.when possible pro- 
feure work for any .unemployed 
people. 


Another purpose of the commission is to. 
protect the employed from making il-- 
legal contracts- and protect "from usur-' 
ers; to in all proper ways advance the 
welfare of working men and to encour- 
age the respect of the existing laws. 


No enforced arbitration is proposed in 


this Italian labor commtssion, and it is 
highly probable that where labor troub-' 
les and disputes are taken at th-air very^ 
commencement by a body of men ex- 
perienced in these matters, and with the, 
serious purpose of doing what is .right 
and of the highest interest of the indi- 
vidual and community, a great work can 
be accomplished. But there is one very 
obvious necessity, there must be no pol- 
itics whatever in these commissions. 


DOX'T WORRY, 


The 
outside press are concerning 


themselves far more over matters in 
this state than are the Republicans 
themselves. They are pleased to have 
divided us into two large camps of hos- 
tiles and friendlies, with stalwarts and 
half-breeds around with war paint on 
making the 
welkin ring. This is all 


nonsense. Here is a sample item found 
in a Chicago paper the other day: "The 
stailwarts continue to get together, and 
consultations are numerous. So far the 
work of the organization is in embryo 
and the exact lines have not been decid- 
ed on. As an outcropping of the new 
movement it i.S intimated that Congress- 
man Miner is likely to have hard sled- 
ding in case he attempts to secure a re- 
nomnatibn. 
Mr. Miner's 
affiliations 


hertofore Lave been rather with the La 
Foliette side. But the La Follette men 
have a candidate for congress, and if 
Mr. Miner expects the support of the 
stalwarts he will have to come out and 
say where he stands. Over in the sec- 
ond district the friends of Frank Kispert 
of Jefferson are urging him to enter as a 
congressional candidate . next year. It 
is intimated that Congressman Dahle 
will not enter. the race for a renomina- 
tion, and the Republicans of Jefferson 
county say that county is'entitled to 
the next congressman if there is to be a 
change." 


The above is mostly rot. There arc 


no such divisions in the party as here 
stated and inferred. There may be dif- 
ference upon the matter of a primary 
election measure, but surely Republicans 
may be permitted to discuss party meas- 
ures when they are so introduced with- 
out being waylaid on the matter. 


CROPS IX TH.E WEST. 


Despite all the unfavorable predictions 


and claims the crops are ruined in the 
West, the Western states are going to 
have the largest yield in their history, 
though admittedly not of corn, but there 
will be plenty as it is. The wheat crop 
is sure to be the largest ever known in 
the history of the country and will 
make up any shortages growing out of 
injuries inflicted upon the corn. Opin- 
ions cln not agree either upon the amount 
of harm done to the corn, and 
<rovern- 


mont officials are 
not aM agreed upon 


this. One of the treasury officials lately 
in the northwest, says: 


"I did 
not visit Kansas and Ne- 


braska, the two great corn states, but I 
gained a great deal of trustworthy 
in: 


formation whic1i I thinlv 
furnishes 
aa 


good proof o£ the real condition as ac- 
tual and personal observation. 


"There is every prospect for unusual- 


ly large crops a'll over the West, unfav- 
orable weather conditions to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. That was what 
I \va-s told at every, hand, and that is 
what I observed within the territory I 
visited. Out in Minnesota, the great 
wheat crop ia in 
excellent condition. 


Oats, barley, rye, potatoes and hay are 
also in good shape, and the crops of 
these products for the year will largely 
exceed those of.last year, both in qual- 
ity and quantity." 


THE FIGHT IN KENTUCKY. 


Tho Kentucky campaign gives promise 


of being very exciting this fall. 
The 


differing Kentucky elements entering 
rnto politics are alive with keen interests 
and Gopbel vs. a-nti-Goebel is to be an 
exciting factor. It 
waa not the Ken- 


tucky people who produced the infamous 
Goebel law, it \vna the coterie of Demo- 
cratic politicians who sought to disfran- 
chise thousands of white Kcntuckians, 
to say nothing of the colored voters, and 
theso with the many Democrats who re- 
sented the foul smirch upon their com- 
monwealth, produced the active opposi- 
tion and compelled the summoning of the 
legislature in extra session, that the ob- 
jectionable law be replaced with some- 
thing devoid of corruption. The law 
was enacted, but it failed to meet the 
just expectations of many thousands of 
Kentucky people and its workings in the 
coming election will be watched with the 
keenest interests. 


If this election law docs not come up 


to the idea of honesty, of n reasonable 
working efficiency, it will be surely re- 
pealed sooner or later. It may not be 
this coining winter, but it will be the 
next. Although this public sentiment 
existng among Kentuckans has been 
smothered by politicians in the Demo- 
cratic pnrty, it is not confined to the 
masses of the people.

into the common; school system of > the 
city.

The plan will be of eowse strongly 


contested, though by what" process of 
law the board will take to close up the 
private schools has not yet been given 
out. The objeoiors to theiplan are not 
now making any charges,^but contenting 
themselves with claiming the thing is 
unconstitutional, and exceedingly unwise 
in every way. There is no law under 
which the people can be 
deprived of 


private schools or by which even those 
willing can be brought In Under the 
domination of the Board of Education, 
but such a thing as the law does not 
bother the New York city schemers flo- 
oated in the .Tammany management. 


WHY SHOULD THEY NOT? 


In Governor La- Follette appealing to 


President McKinley, as it is reported he 
intends doing or already had done, to 
issue instructions that all 
Wisconsin 


citizens holding goverment positions be 
required to.hoid aloof from any partici- 
pation in home matters wherein is in- 
volved the welfare of issues in which the 
governor is issued, or in other words, 
that government employes shall take no 
part in this primary election matter, 
people may and will naturally ask upon 
the same plea, 'why does the governor 
permit state officials to take part in 
state issues, if such be an issue. 


It assuredly is just as great an impro- 


priety for any state official to take 
sides either way for or against the gov- 
ernor as it is for a federal official, and 
no logic can make it' different. It would 
be as well if the president has been ap- 
pealed to in such manner as he can give 
a public reply, that ho made this point 
and refused to withdraw from his ap- 
pointees the unquestioned right to-take 
part in their state matters. 


Why should not federal appointees 


take part in as to who shall be governor 
or who shall not? Since when have they 
become disfranchised?

doing good work, and be happy in it. 
He has this to say in support of the 
theory: "It may be proved with much 
certainty that C4od intends no man to 
live in the world without working; but 
it seems to me not less evident that ho 
intends evi-ry man to be happy in hi* 
work. It is written, 'In the sweat of 
thy brow3—but it was never written, 'in 
the'breaking of thine, heart'—'them shnlb 
eat bread.' And I find that as, on one 
hand, infinite misery is paused by idle 
peoptte, who both fail in doing y.-bafc wa-s 
appouted for them to do and set n mo- 
tion various springs ot mischief in mat- 
ters in which they should have had no 
concern, so, on the other- hand, no small 
misery is caused by overworked and un- 
happy people, in the dark views which 
they necessarily take upon themselves 
and forco upon others of work itself. 
Were it no so, I believe the fact of their 
being unhappy is in itself a vio'iaton of 
divine law and a sign of some kind of 
folly or sin in their way of life. Now, 
in order that people may be happy in 
their work, these three things are need- 
ed: They must be fit for it; they must 
toot-do too much of it, and they must 
have a sense of 
success in it—not a 


doubtful sense, such as needs some testi- 
mony of-other people-for its confirma- 
tion, but a sure sense or rather knowl- 
edge, .that so much work has been done 
well, and fruitfully done, whatever the 
World may say or think about it."

If the ceiling becomes smoked from a 


lamp, wa.sli off the blackened surface 
with a little weak soda water. 


Lamp chimneys may be quickly clean- 


ed by rubbing them with a clean soft 
cloth and polishing with a piece.of news- 
paper. 


A scorch mark, if not too heavy, may 


bo removed by moistening with 
water 


and laying in the sun. Repeat the mois- 
tening two or three 
times until the 


spot, disappears. 


Canning Tonmboes.—Pour boiling wa- 


ter over them; -let stand until the skin 
breaks; pour off hot water; put in cold 
water; then take off the skin and all 
green parts. Cut up, pour off all tho 
liquor; season with salt, pepper and su- 
gar to taste. Boil well; fill jars. Put a 
tablespoonful of good whisky on top and 
seal. Wrap jars with paper and keep ii\ 
a cool place. 


Canned Corn and Tomatoes—Tomatoes 


and canned corn may be stewed together 
in equal quantities. A little minced on- 
ion, salt and pepper, sugar and 
butter 


should be added. Tomatoes and rice is 
another possibility. The tomatoes should 
form the bottom layer in a dish and 
should be.seasoned with .cayenne pepper, 
snIt and 
butter. On this should be 


•placed a thin layer of boiled rice. Fin- 
ally, when the dish 
is full, cover it 


closely and bake. 


Onion 
and 
Tomato Omelet.—Onion 


and tomato sometimes 
constitute 
an 


omelet. Chop the onion in rather coarss 
bits and fry it in hot butter, but do not 
let it brown. Add the tomatoes and 
cook while the omelet is in process of 
preparation. Finally, when the 
omelet 


is cooked add the onion and tomatoes 
and fold between it.

Blackberry Preserves.—Put the ber- 


ries in a porcelain kettle, 
allowing a 


cupful of watej- lo each quart of 
the 


fruit, 
and let 
it simmer till tender. 


Then add three-quarters of e, pound of 
su^iir to each pound of berries, let 
it 


boil up, skim carefully, and it is ready 
for the cans.

Captain Watson Spencer, the 
oldest 


Jake captain living, died at 7:20 o'clock 
this morning, at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs, Bernice Vance, No. 1044 Wis- 
consin street, of general debility, inci- 
dent to old age, after a protracted ill- 
ness of over fourteen years. 
, 


Captain Spencer was 
born May 28, 


1810, at Oswego, state of Now York, and 
when a mere boy commenced sailing on 
the lower lakes. He 
first 
came 
up 


through the lakes in 1837 on the schoon- 
er Nick Biddle, carrying passengers asxl 
freight.''-Six passengers were set ashore 
at Milwaukee and fout at Racine. At 
that time there were but nine houses in 
the village and no pier, the-people being 
landed from .a small boat. The "vessel 
proceeded to Chicago where there \va«t 
only a single pier forty feet in length. 


In 1840 Captain Spencer returned to 


Racine and purchased 
a farm in the 


western part of the county. After re- 
maining there three or four years ho 
bought the schooner G. L. Newman and 
returned to the lakes. 


The first vessel he ever .commanded 


was the schooner Minerva, in 1840. in 
1850 he sailed the schooner Julietta Pat- 
ten and was wrecked at the foot of Lake 
Michigan during a fierce snow storm, 
December 17, 1850. He and his crew 
reached shore and tramped one hundred 
and fifty miles to Grand river'through 
from one to four feet of snow. All ate 
Christmas dinner on Little Point Sauble, 
the fare consisting of frozen pork and 
hard bread. Most of 
the 
men were 


badly frost bitten. The vessel went to 
pieces. In 1853 and 1854 Captain Spen- 
cer sailed the schooner Bam Strong and 
the last vessel he commanded was the 
schooner Rainbow. 


In 1877 he retired from the lakes. 


During his time he was one of the best 
and most prominent navigators on fresh 
water and an authority 
on nautical 


matters. He Avas a very kind hearted 
and genial man and any sailor who w'aa 
ever under him speaks highly of him as 
a man and captain. 


One daughter, Mrs. Bernice Vance, re- 


siding at the old homestead, No. 1044 
Wisconsin street, survives. The funer- 
al will take place at 2:30 o'clock Monday 
afternoon from No.

ARSENIC IN VEGETABLES. 


An Important DteoOTery M»d« i by IE*- 


p*dm«iiMnc laboratory. CoatvlMlon, 
An important discovery has just been 


made by the Lancet, whose laboratory 
commissioners undertook some tlmd 
ago the examination of a number of 
substances. Including certain food* and 
drugs in common dally use, and in the 
preparation of which sulphuric acid is 
used. As a result, it was found that 
artificial manures are rich In-arsenic, 
which ia easily soluble ia water. This 
is the lees surprising, since the basis 
of artificial manures— namely super- 
phosphate of lime— is formed by act- 
ing upon ordinary bone ash with com- 
mon oil of vitrol. The 
important 


point, however, is that it hae now been 
established beyond doubt that plants 
to which asenleal manure is applied 
take up arsenic in their ttoerww. .Cab- 
bages and turnips gathered from fields 
manured with superphosphates 
have 


given unmistakable evidence of 
the 


presence of arsenic. It is probable tttat 
acid accumulates in soil which IB con- 
stantly being dressed with superphos- 
phates, BO that plants raised cm. each 
soil would absorb arsenic, and exercise 
an .Injurious effect on the Itealth of 
'both man and animals. It is «*«n pos- 
sible, for similar reason, that. the beef 
and mutton which we eat dally con- 
talm arsenic. Th* more important 
question also arises, May not the ar- 
senic fn malt be traceable to tbe some* 
whai large amount of arsenic inevit- 
ably present In artificial 
manures? 


This aspect of the subject is a very se- 
rious one— Chambers' Journal. ,

But all things are possible in politics. 
There will be a growing pressure from 
the rank and file, as election time ap- 
proaches, especially ir the Democrats 
get together and prove menacing, as 
they are in Ohio,; to heal op thewounds 
and present a solid front to the enemy, 
This cry from the ranks will be rein- 
forced by the congressmen, who don't 
care if LaFoliette or Billy Patterson is 
governor, provided only they can go 
into the next campaign without having 
an ugly and rampant party behind 
them. .1 have always.maintained that 
the best Spooner sentiment is on this 
line, too. 
The "federal officers," of 


whom so much Is aald, are not so ac- 
tive in the present uproar as- one might 
suppose. 
If Senator Spooner gets 


dragged Into the opposition movement 
It will be because the leaders force 
him In. They are primarily after con- 
trol of the next legislature and I sus- 
pect individuals, even great big ones, 
will not be heeded The normal senti- 
ment of the people of the state" Is con- 
tinued .service by governor and sena- 
tor. The. interests of ttie two are Iden- 
tical; It remains -to be seen whether 
they will stand together. No one in 
Madison» even those close to things, 
knows whether air. Stephenson will 
announce himself for the senate or not. 
The confusion may Induce him and 
perhaps Judge Webb (and for all any- 
body 
, knows Mr. Babeock) to offer 


themselves again. But those who are 
calm and who have weathered even 
bigger storms than the' present oue, 
look to see the status quo maintained.

pression of fixed habits of thought and 
of action; the power and habit of re- 
flection; the power of growth, and effi- 
ciency, or the power to do."

understands it, it Is sound. Higher ed- 
ucation should and docs give a man 
confidence In tbe presence even of 
great learning. A college graduate, 
however new, should be able to kindle 
the wisest specialist with- a sense of 
brotherhooa1. It is not too much to say 
that colleges training frees a man from 
awkwardness even of manner—though 
an apprentice to the world will do this 
for anybody; but .when it comes to a 
pol&bed speech—the supreme mark of 
the '.educated- man—for tills, one must 
serve his apprenticeship to culture, 
either on a campus or in his room alone.

of reflection," 


there are many philosophers'ryhtt'tnow 
not a college; yet even these invaria- 
bly regret it. It is when "capacity" is 
cited that the Vassar essayist shows 
his wisdom.. Capacity Is broadened by 
higher education; one's equipment is 
enlarged and assurance in tbe battle of 
life strengthened—fbis Is the noblest 
inheritance of the university man. 
Many a giant in power moves through 
life fearful to exert his strength, be- 
cause he doubts it, A college train- 
ing would have matched his powers 
limgalnsi the best,end bade him be 
bold in,the strife. Cntll some college 
graduate regrets "the waste of time;" 
until men of power who had no such 
advantage cease to regret It that they 
might be multiplied men in achJemcnt 
—until the stage of thought and 
achievement ceases to 4>e thronged 
with college graduates, I sliall urge on 
the many Wisconsin .young men and 
women who rend.these weekly letters 
to lay plans for a college tralnSug.

The boy resides with his parents, Mr.

street, near Lakeside. This morning he 
was dispatched to.the Junction postof- 
fice to see if there was any mail for the 
Mortons. The child obeyed his mother 
and called at the .station. The clork in- 
formed the boy there wus no mail 
him. Young Morton then turned1; 
went, oulside. As he had nothing par- 
ticu'iar to do he thought he would play 
in. tho Chicago & Northwester:! railway 
yards near the Higgins' Spring and Axle 
works for a few minutes. It was while 
leaning against the coupling of a "coal 
dump," watching a number of workmen 
haul in steel that the terrible accident 
happened. It seems that the boy had 
one arm on the coupling and was stand- 
ing facing the east. The tracks run 
north and south. Directjy in fron of 
the coal dump, about ten feet, stood a 
box car 
filled 
with freight, A 'local 


freight had just steamed into the Junc- 
tion yards and among trie consignment; 
of freight in the train was a car contain- 
ing beef. The 'train crew was about to 
switch the car containing the beer'back 
on the side track- where Young Morton 
was standing, and were backing into the 
siding when the boy was caught-between 
the coal dump and the box car. 


The boy seemed to be unconscious of 


the approaching train. While learning 
against the coupling facing the east, it is 
supposed that when the box car struck 
tho left arm the member was forced be- 
tween the bumper and the.right arm. 
The right arm was nearly severed just 
below the elbow and was completely 
crushed. The other member was terri- 
bly lacerated, the hand being crushed. 
The flesh and the bones in the arm were 
frightfully 
torn and crumbled. It is a 


miracle that the blow did not knock the, 
boy down under the wheels, but he man- 
aged to extricate himself 
and get out 


between the cars. 


Young Morton was not rendered un- 


conscious and displayed unusual 
grit- 


He wanted to run 
home- and have his 


wounds dressed, but was forced 'to lie 
down by some of the 
train 
crew and 


workmen who huriedr to.his side. The 
boy then remarked with a good deal of 
frankness, "You bet, I'll never 
do that 


trick again," He fought the men when 
they told him he would be" talce'n to .the 
hospital in the patrol wagon, for 
he. 


wanted to go home. The ' boy wa» re- 
sisted to the office of the Spring works, 
where the patrol ambmance was sum 
moned. Employes bound cords around 
his arms a-nd bandaged 
up the wounds 


temporarily. It was about thirty min 
utes before the officers and the wagon 
arrived. In the meantime the men told 
him they were going to take him away 
and have his injuries properly treated 
To this he finally consented. After the 
ambulance arrived the boy was hastily 
driven to the St. Mary's 
hospital. Dr 


McNitt responded to an urgent call am: 
found that amputation was necessary. 


The 
boy's father is employed ai 


watchman at the Skein -works. His pat- 
ents were dismayed when they were in 
formed -of tlieir son's injuries.

There was a terrific 
explosion 
and 


the ends of tlie tank were blown out six 
inches and Groth yelled with pain. His 
arm was burned in a horrible manner 
and his face and eye were also burned 
and he sustained bruises. 


As soon as possible the injured 
man 


was taken to his home and his injuries 
attended to. Whether he will lose his 
arm and eye cannot be stated at this 
time,

In a very few years Wind Point, three 


miles north of this city,'will become one 
of the greatest resorts and business ee.n- 
ters on the west shore of Lake Michigan. 
The hundreds of people who ha,ve visited 
the place will admit that it is a grand 
place. For-a long time its resources and 
beauty have been known, but until re- 
cently no person attempted to develop 
them. , With its towering lighthouse, fo» 
signal stations and surroundings, it :s 
always an interesting 
sight to people 


passing on steam and sail vessels and 
hundreds visit the place yearly and in- 
spect the wonderful revolving flashlight, 
ninety feet from the earth, which warns 
the mariner of the dangerous rocky reef 
running parallel with the shore. 


In the vicinity of Wind Point are 


many extensive deposits of torpedo sand 
used in molding and in fine mechanical 
work. This sand has been hauled for 
many years by teams from the vicinity 
of the point to the different manufac- 
turing establishments in the city of Ra- 
cine. Investigations made during the 
last three years have demonstrated the 
fact that there are great beds of clay 
in this vicinity of a very superior quali- 
ty for use in the manufacture of brick;

It is 
fair to say that within a year from this 
time a very great change will be wrought 
in the appearance of Wind Point. 


Just south of the point is a beautiful 


sandy shore, and here is is proposed to 
build a summer hotel and fit up bathing 
grounds. At present the 
Chicago & 


Northwestern Railway company ia secur- 
ing options on property running from 
their Hue to the lake, aidfetance of three 
miles. The Milwaukee ,J?fectric Railway 
and Light company, whenVithe hotel and 
summer resort is established, will extend 
its lines' to that section.- Both Racine 
and Chicago capitalists .are behind the 
resort project.

Action of Steel Workers at Bay View, 


South Chicago and Joliet. 


Will Not Break Contracts at B«he»t- of 


President Shaffer — Western Men 


Weaken Cause of Striker*. 


By a decisive and practically unani- 


mous vote the steel workers in Bay 
View, South Chicago and Joliet yestetr 
day decided not to obey the strike or- 
der of President T. J: ..Shaffer', and to 
continue at work for-the Illinois Steel 
company, in accordance with their con- 
tract. Th^ news that the men in Mil- 
waukee\and in the other,two cities of 
the fourth district had taken such decis- 
ive action had the effect of clearing the 
atmosphere in the country, and made it 
clear, not only to the heads of the Uisit- 
eel States Steel corporation, hilt to the- 
other members of the association, that 
the men in the west intended to remain 
true to the principles of their organiza- 
tion and would not~break a contract 
which has been consistently lived up to 
for fifteen years.,

The effect of the action of the Milwau- 


kee men had an almost immediate effect 
upon the national situation, as their ac- 
tion was known yesterday afternoon in 
all the manufacturing centcrs'of- the Un- 
ited States.
